Persons oc- 
cupying the closest relations with the 
secretary said that the "pinion expressed 
was such as anyone might give with the 
facts now at hand. H was not in any 
sense, it was explained, a conclusion 
draw n from new e\ luence not made pub- 
lic either from the court of inquiry or 
any officer concerned in the 
inquiry. 


Neither facts nor intimations hase come

It was pointed out that 


the language used was "official partici- 
pation" on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment.
